We take it for granted that a govern 
ment postoffice building for Woburn is 
assured. 

On the evening of Sept. 26, the City 
Couneil acted favorably on the petition 
of Mrs. Harriet C. Blake and 100 
others asking the city to make certaio 
atreet improvements bordering on the 
Blake residence property. the site of the 
new Federal building, as agreed on by 
owver and the Postoffice Department 
in Washington. This action—accep 
tance of the petition and ordering to a 
second reading—was all that was 
necessary to insure the erection by the 
general government of a fine building 
here. 

There was, strange to say, some 
Opposition to the petition, the Highway 
Committee of the Board, to which it 
was, in parliamentary course, referred, 
reported against it, but their report was 
rejected, and the petition was sent on 
its way by a vote of 7to 5. That it 
will have its second reading on Oct. 
14, at the regular meeting of the Coun 
cil, hardly admits of a doubt. No one 
can harbor a doubt of the advantages 
to the city of such a building as the 
government is to erect, and a very 
large sbare of the people want it; 
therefore, it is hardly to be expected 
that the objecting Aldermen will again 
array themselves against the measure. 

Besides being of prime necessity, 
the proposed building will heighten the 
importance, character and tone of the 
city; considerations which we cannot 
afford to ignore. 

Realizing, as they must, the strong 
public sentiment in favor of granting 
Mrs. Blake's petition, and a inajority 
of the Board having voted in favor of 
it, it is fair to assume that all opposi- 
tion from the Council will disappear, 
and success of the enterprise assured.

In Most Species They Experience 
Change of Color, 

The way fishes sleep is a study 
which few people have taken up, but 
which is nevertheless very interesting 
They are very light sleepers and fre 
quently assume singular, positions, but 


the most remarkable thing is the 
change of color which the majority 
of them undergo while asleep. Usual- 


ly their spots and stripes become dark- 
er and more distinct when they have 
successfully sought temporary ob 
livion. 

Sometimes the pattern of their col 
oring is entirely changed. The ordi 
nary porgy, for Instance, presents In 
the daytime beautifully iridescent hues 
playing over Its silvery sides, but at 
night, on falling asleep, it takes on a 
dull bronze tint, and six conspicuous 
black bands make thelr appearance 
on Its sides. 

If it is suddenly awakened by the 
turning up of the gas In the aquarium 
{It immediately resumes the = silvery 
color that It shows by daylight. 

Naturalists ascribe these changes to 
the principle of “protective coloration” 
and point out that the appearance of 
black bands and the deepening of the 
spots serve to conceal the fish from 
their enemies when lying amid the 
seaweeds.— Buffalo Times,

The entrance to the land of promése, 
with all tts and practical 
lessons for us, is fully told in chapters 
if to vy, Inelusive, The section assigned 
as our lesson Is a little portion of the 
story, with special reference to the 
place of the ark of the covenant tn 
with the crossing of the 
Jordan, and verses 23, 24, of chapter fy 
tell us that the drying up of both the 
Red sea and the Jordan was In order 
that all the people of the earth might 
know the hand of the Lord that tt ts 
mighty and that Israel might fear the 
Lord their God forever. 

In Isa, INXtil, 11-14, we read that Ie 
divided the waters for Israel to make 
Itis name glorious In the eyes of all 
people, that knowing Tim they might 
trust ffm Ilowever Tle may show 
His power and might there are but 
few who put their trust In Him, @nd 
vet He is never discouraged, The peo 
ple of Jericho had heard of the great: 
of the wonder working God of 
Israel, and yet they all perished in un 
belief except Rahab and her household 
(i, 0-11; vi, 21), she having turned from 
her sinful ways to put ler trust in the 
God of Israel (Heb, xf, 81). It is most 
Instructive to note that the word trans 
lated “lHine"™ in chapter fl, 21, 1s the very 
word which Is translated “expectation” 
in Ts, Ixtl, 5. When our expectations 
are searlet (founded upon the blood), 
they are indeed well founded, All else 
Is sinking sand, 

The expression “early in the morn- 
{ng (ill, 1; vi, 12; vil, 16; vill, 10) re- 
minds us of the many morning stories 
In the Bible, and notably of the saying 
concerning Israel In Ps, xivi, 5, margin, 
“God shall help her when the morning 
appeareth.’ That they passed over 
after lodging three days by Jordan 
(il, 1, 2) eannot but cause us to think 
of the power of His resurrection, His 
death and resurrection, and ours with 
Him, being so clearly set forth by the 
heap of twelve stones left In the bed 
of the river and the other twelve car 
ried from there and set up at Gilgal 
(iv, 8-10). The crossing of Jordan can- 
not t literal death any more than 
Can in otypify heaven, for in 
heave reve are no Jerichos to be 
taken nor enemles to be subdued, but 
Canaan typifies the rest Into which we 
enter here when, once the great truth 
grasps us that as bellevers in Christ 
that is, those who have truly re- 
ceived Him (John i, 12)—we are looked 
upon as crucified with Christ and risen 
with Him (Gal, tf, 20; Rom, vi, 4, 11; 
Col. til, 1-3; Heb. fy, 8-11) 

The words “Ye have not passed this 
heretofore’ (ill, 4) are most ap- 
propriate as we enter upon any new 
experience, in fact every morning, for 
Is not every day a new experience to 
each of us? And we need each day to 
be taught the way wherein we may 
walk and the thing that we may do 
(Jer, xlil, 8; x, They were to 
watch the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord their God (verse 3), and our only 
safety is in seeing no one but “Jesus 
only" and running with patlence look 
ing unto Jesus (Mark, ix, 8; Heb. xil, 
1, 2), who when He putteth forth His 
sheep goeth before, The heart of this 
chapter is the ark, which is mentioned 
{n it ten times and is the most won- 
drous type of Christ In all the taber- 
nacle, pointing Him out as the God- 
mun, our righteousness, the end of the 
law for righteousness, who alone re- 
veals God and by whom alone we have 
necess to God. If God is to do won 
ders in us and through us, we must be 
wholly separated unto Him (verse 
II Cor. vi, 14-18; vil, 1; Ex, xix, 5, 6; 
xxxiil, 16), and for such willing ones 
He is ever looking (Il Chron, xvi, 9). 
It is not seen in the lives of many that 
there is a Jiving God, a living Father, 
come to live in us and work in us and 
through us 10; John vi, 57; 1 
Thess. i, 9, 10), but this {s what should 
be seen and what are redeemed 
for, Ile is the great wonder working 
God, und where Ile tinds a ylelded 
spirit soul and body, there He will be 
glorified (Rom, xil, 1, 2).

The Blake property had 
been accepted by the Government on 
certain conditions to be complied with 
by Mrs. Blake, and if these were re- 
jected, or failed to be complied with, 
then, the Postoffice Department said, 
the scheme would be abandoned. ‘The 
P. O. agents said, in substance, the 
Bake lot, or none. Ald. Cary’s state 
mints settled the matter, aud the vote 
to accept the petition, or rather, to 
send it to its second and final reading 
was passed, 

Mr. Artbur Whitcher was happy 
over the vote. He hus been, all along, 
the chief pusher for the building, and 
has worked hard for it. He has had 
the hearty and active cooperation of 
Mr. Luther M. Harris, who started 
the ball rolling some four years ago, 
Charles F. Remington, and others. 

The vote of the City Council last 
Monday evening settled the question 
of a Federal building for Woburn, and 
that was what a large majority of the 
people wanted.

Woburn Stamp Savings Society. 


This week sees the beginning of a 
Stamp Savings System established in 
the public schools of Woburn by the 
Woburn Woman's Club. Three years 
ago a branch of the Boston Stamp 
Savings Society was opened in the Cum 
mings School by Mra, Mary M. Bu 
chanan. It was more or leas of an 
experiment; but the results were so 6n- 
al on Ha | that the next year another 
branch was started at the Plympton 
school by Mrs. Elizabeth W. Parker. In 
both cases the Woman's Club furnished 
the capital of about fifty dollars and 
the work of selling the stamps and 
cashing them was carried on by the 
members named and Miss Ina V. Austin, 
club women. The methods used were 
those of the Boston Society by which 
more than a hundred atations in schools, 
factories, hospitals and outlying cities 
and towns over three hundred thousand 
dollars were saved in last yoar alone. 
Some of the stations become indepen- 
dent, work being taken up and carried 
on by local charitable associations, or 
by teachers under the direction of 
school committees, 

By the stamp savings system children 
may be influenced to put aside the 
pennies, or dimes, which would other- 
wise melt away. ‘It has been found that

That the Woburn Woman's Club has 
been satisfied with this expenditure of 
capital is shown by the establishmen 
of its own savings system under the 
direction of Mra. H. Josephine Hayward, | 
Chairman of the Club's Committee on 
Education, with Mrs, Mary M. Buchanan 
as Treasurer and Cashier, Stations at 
the Cummings and Plympton schools 
we be kept open in charge of Mrs. Ada 

. Brooks and Mra. Mary Sullivan, and 
ae stations will be established in the 
Goodyear school at Montvale by Mra, 
Helen J. Carter; in the Rumford school 
at North Woburn by Miss Jackson; in 
the Union school Mrs. Emma M. 
Low; in the Highland by Miss Lylie P. 
Fowle; in the Wyman school by Mrs. E. 
W. Parker; while Mrs. Fowle will have 
charge of the Cedar streot station. 

It is intended to conduct stations at 
the Hanson and other schools, also, 
when collectors can be found to take 
charge of them. The work means an 
hour, or 80, of very busy application, at 
least, once a week selling and cashing 
the stamps; and as the only reward for 
it is the feeling that one is being of 
service, there are few volunteers. It is 
hoped that, when the people of the city 
realize the scope of the system, general 
interest will be shown. The Club mem- | 
bers who have conducted the two} 
stations at the Cummings & Plympton | 
schools have had to make almost weekly | 
journeys to Boston usually at their own 
expense to renew and cash the stamps. | 

Woburn’s independent system will | 
obviate the necessity of any out of town | 
trips as Mrs. Buchanan will renew and 
cash all cards presented to her. The 
method is simple. Woburn’s stamps are | 
printed in six denominations—ones, twos, | 
tives, tens, twenty-fives and fifties; the 
purchaser pays face value; the stamps 
bought are affixed to a card which the 
buyer holds; when the card is full it is 
redeemed by the cashier who refunds 
the money; the cards are arranged with 
blank spaces for twenty-four stamps, 
and it may be readily seen that the 
child who is induced to start a card 
with the penny he would have spent 
otherwise for candy will soon have a} 
sum, perhaps, of fifty cents, or a dollar. 

It has been found that children, as 
well as older people, are more interested | 
in saving their small change in this! 
manner than in the usual ways. In the 
first place they get something for their 
money—a red, blue, or green stamp, 
which they can fasten themselves to the | 
card which bears their name, and which | 
they can keep, counting their savings as 
they go along; one boy will resolve to | 
buy only quarter stamps; soon he has 
six dollars, and so on. In some cases 
children have been able to fill several

But the knife cut- 
ter shaves off the wood In a slice so 
thin that from 125 to 150 veneers to 
the Inch can be cut, and still every one 
of these shavings preserves the color 
and shows the texture of the original 
wood, and so smoothly is the cutting 
done that very often no polishing is 
necessary, The cheapness with which 
the work {s done may be appreciated 
by the fact that cigar boxes once used, 
then given away or made into kin- 
dling, are often manufactured of pop- 
lar or some other cheap wood and ye- 
neered with cedar simply because a 
box that looks like cedar is preferred 
by the dealers.”—Baltimore American.

The political re 
sult of Nelson's victory at ‘Trafalgar 
was the complete dismemberment of 
Napoleon's plans regarding the descent 
England, The emperor's plan 
was for Villeneuve, upon his return 
from the West Indies, to unite with 
the twenty-two ships at Brest and 
safeguard the strait of Dover until 


he could get his army on English soil 


Napoleon's purpose was to start from 
Boulogne with six army corps, the im 
perial guard and 12,000 cavalry, aggre 
gating some 175.000 men, to be taken 
across In some 2,500 transports 
flatboats, when he would march direct 
on London. All this was made impos- 
sible by the victory of Trafalgar.—

THE GARTER. 


Insignia of the Most Coveted of All 
English Orders. 

Although the most coveted of Eng- 
lish orders, the origin of the Garter Is 
really a mystery. 

Conflicting authorities assign the 
foundation of the order elther to the 
230 of April, St. George's day, 1344, or 
to the sume festival five years later, 
while the popular anecdote associated 
with It is that at a court ceremony a 
lady—either the queen, the Countess of 
Salisbury or the Countess of Kent— 
happened to drop her garter, which 
was picked up by King Edward IIL, 
who, observing a disposition to laugh 
among the bystanders, exclaimed in 
his royal displeasure, “Honi soit qui 
mal y pense” (disgraced be he who 
thinks II] of It). 

The reigning monarch ts, of course, 
ex officio the sovereign of the Order of 
the Garter. 

At first the garter was made of light 
blne silk, but that which is now given 
is made of dark blue velvet. It Is 
worn on the left leg a little below the 
knee. 

The Order of the Garter as an order 
of chivalry bas a very deep religious 
significance. It Is, or should be, at- 
tended by religious ceremonies of a 
very precise and ornate character, and 
it was reported in Victoria’s reign that 
a certaln nobleman hesitated as to ac- 
cepting the honor on account of Its 
having been conferred on an oriental 
potentate.—Philadelphia North Ainerl- 
can.

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THE MAYOR'S REPORT. 

Last Friday the Journat received 
from Mayor Blodgett another of bis 
occasional statements addressed to the 
Pablic concerving municipal affairs 
which affect the taxpayers of the city 
It is strong, timely, and well put, and 
would make an effective electioneering 
document, if one were neceasary in his 
case, which is not. 

In this report of progress of his the 
Mayor takes up and treats two subjects 
only—Water and School Accommoda- 
tions. Under the former head, relat- 
ing to water meters, he said: 

**T have so often made public my 
attitude oo meters, both orally and in 
writing, that it is not unecessary to here 
review that feature. Sufficient to say 
that I do not believe the time has yet 
arrived when it is desirable that we 
should install a domestic metered 
service,” 

Then the Mayor goes on and argues 
convincingly that the true way for 
solving our water problem would be to 
increase the supply, 4 position taken by 
Water Commissioner Hayward early 
in bis present term of office, for which 
he inetituted successful experiments by 
expert engineers, and which are still io 
progress. That the supply is abundant 
no one acquainted with the hills sur- 
rounding Horn Pond can, fora moment, 
doubt; and that the springs may be 
cheaply utilized for use at the pumping 
station has been demonstrated by the 
engineers. Under a bond of $10,000 
the engineer who made the initial 
borings a few months ago, under the 
auspices of the Water Department, 
guaranteed a million gallons a day 
from his work already done. When 
the springs in the neighborhood shall 
be made to empty into the chamber of 
the pumping station Woburn will have 
an abundance of water for the next 100 
years, aud every user have all he wants. 

The position of Mayor Blodgett 
and Commissioners Hayward was 
strengthened by what the Engineer of 
the State Board of Health said to the 
Mayor, during the drouth trouble, 
‘*urged on him the desirability of expe- 
diting this securing of an additional 
water supply, stating that, in his 
opinion, this was the solution of our 
water problem, not the installation of 
meters.” It is the only practical 
solution, and we have no doubt but 
that Muyor Blodgett and Commissioner 
Hayward, with the aid of the Council, 
will carry it to a successful termina- 
tion. 

Under the second head of his report 
the Mayor scores the School Board, 
particularly for taking the Hauson 
echoolhouse, without legal authority, 
for occupancy by several classes ; 
spending money in repairing it in 
opposition to his veto of an order for 
funds for that purpose; and otherwise 
doing unauthorized and unnecessary 
things. The Mayor, in dealing with 
the Board, employs a stiletto instead of 
a bludgeon; but it does the business, 
all the same. 


WHITNEY WON. 


After a week’s bard work and 
prayerful consideration the State Ballot 
Law Commission decided at a late hour 
last Friday that Henry M. Whitney is 
the regular Democratic candidate for 
Governor, and his name is to go on to 
the ballot instead of that of Chares 
W. Bartlett. How such a decision was 
reached beats all. ‘The Commission 
consists of two Democrats and one Re- 
publican, and it may have been possible, 
and even probable, that the Democrats 
split in two on the question and the 
Republican cast his vote for Whitoey. 

OF course, it was a barren triumph, 
for Whitney can’t come within a thou- 
sand rows of appletrees of an election, 
The Bartlett faction will fight him to 
the death. Then, again, the Bartlett 
gang had the better case, and their 
candidate should bave been recognized 
as the successful contestant and his 
name decided on to head the ballot. 
Every step they took at the convention 
was clearly within the law; every 
motion was disposed in a parliamen- 
tary manner; and as tothe noise and 
confusion one side was as bad as the 
other, and both as bad as it was possible 
to be. The charges of the Whitney 
crowd on this point was a case of the 
**pot calling the kettle black." 

Now we shall see what Tom Law 
son will fo to Whitney. He has made 
dire threats; avowed his determination 
to stump the State; to spend vast sums 
of money to defeat him; now let us 
see what he willdo, Everybody real- 
izes that Tom is the prince of Blow- 
harde; that his bark is a great deal 
worse than his bite; that he funks 
when the pinch comes; now keep an 
eye on Tom and his campaign against 
Whitney.

fected a machine that does the work of 
the bootblack equally as well and in 
one-fourth the time. The machine was 
recently on exbibition at the Electrical 
Show in Madison Square Garden, and 
there is bo denying its efficiency. | 

lt is apparent that if many shops were 
supplied with this machine it would! 
practically drive the bootblacks out of 
business, as there would be no waiting 
and no tips. The person needing a shine 
simply puts a foot in the opening in the 
base of the stand, drops a nickel in the 
slot and pushes the button, An ingen- 
ious arrangement of brushes, sprays aud 
polishers takes off the dust, applies the 
blacking, shines it and polishes it. The 
patron puts his other foot in the 
machine and, without paying any more, 
pushes the button and the machine 
shines the other shoe, 

Numerous attempts have been made 
to perfect shoe shining machines before, 
but this is the first that does the work 
well, getting at every part of the shoe 
that ought to be shined without mussing 
the uppers or laces.

Is Controlled. 

The Samlag system in Norway gives 
power to municipalities to grant all 
the retail spirit licenses which it deems 
necessary to a company which would 
bind Itself to carry on the traffic in the 
interests of the community, with a 
fixed annual return of not more than 
5 per cent on its paid up enpital, In 
establishing the system the question 
of compensation does not appear to 
have presented much ditticulty, When 
the Samlag was introduced two kinds 
of licenses were in existence—tfirst, 
those granted annually or for a term 
hot exceeding five years, and, second, 
privileged Heenses, granted for the life 
of the licensee. In the case of the first 
no compensation whatever was paid to 
those dispossessed of their 
In regard to the latter compensation 
was granted in the form of an annuity 
equal to the average yearly profits for 
the three years preceding the suppres- 
sion of the license. 

With these provisions the aims and 
principles of the Samlag are summa 
rized as follows: The elimination of 
private profit and securing the monop 
oly value for the public, insuring high 
est quality of liquors sold, the reduce 
tlon of the number of licenses, the 
easy enforcement of the law, the de 
struction of the power of the spirit 
trade and the furtherance of all pro- 
gressive measures of reform. — New 
York Herald.

THE OYSTERMAN. 

Is Hard, and the Returns 
Are Often Meager. 

The life of an oysterman ts by no 
menns au eusy one. At the first sign 
of dawn in all kinds of weather except 
when the river is frozen the oysterman 
lenves lis liome and if the breeze is 
falr sails to the oyster grounds, If not 
be rows the six or eight miles to his 
working grounds. Arriving there, he 
drops bis anchor and puts his tongs 
overboard, 

All day Jong he manipulates 
With varving results. Sometimes he 
finds a particularly good bed, and the 
tongs will bring up oysters each time 
they ure put overboard, but more often 
there are more stones and shells in the 
tongs than there are good oysters, and 
the day’s work is poor 

The cateh is then culled—that is, all 
undersized oysters and shells are clean- 
ed out and thrown overboard. At least 
this is what is supposed to be done; 
but, judging from the cargoes often 
brought here, the law is very often a 
dead letter. When the catch is culled 
it is sold to the river boats and by 
them brought to market. Few oyster- 
men murket their own catch, but some 
own the river boats In which they are 
brought to market.—Washington Star.

EYESTONES. 


Most Genuine Specimens Found In the 
Province of Astrakhan. 

The collection of eyestones Is) a 
dying industry. In New York the prin 
cipal sources of supply are sailors who 
touch the Baltic sea, and, as might be 
{magined, the supply is preeartous. 

Eyestones are analogous in some re 
spects to bezonrs, as they are a con 
cretion found fn the stomach of the 
European crawtish. Most of the genu 
Ine eyestones, crabs’ eyes, crabstones 
or Lapilll cancrorum, are procured tn 
the province of Astrakhan, In Buro 
penn Russia 

There appears to be some confusion 
regarding the nature of the eyestone, 
for some authorities speak of it as a 
concretion fn the stomach of a certain 
crab and others as of a peculiar shell 
formation which is separated from the 
crab at the time It sheds its shell. 

The so called crab’s eyes are found 
fully developed at the end of summer, 
as the crabs begin to shed their shells 
It is noted that these concretious are 
absorbed into the stomach of the erab 
during the shedding season and there 
pulverized and absorbed, the dissolved 
calcareous substance being used, it is 
supposed, for the formation of a new 
shell. When these calcareous shells 
fre not normally developed and = ab- 
sorbed it is observed that the shedding 
is Interrupted, and the crab 
dies an early death.—American Drug- 
gist.

Diet hus little Influence on sleep ex- 
cept In so far as It may produce dis-

The hypnotic effects of certain foods, 
such as onions, lettuce, milk, ete., are 
chiefly {muginary. Even the time of 
the hist meal of the day is of relutive 
ly little Importance except that It is 
well to let this be at least two or three 
hours before retiring. But even this 
rule has many exceptions, as many 
laboring men habitually fall 
asleep over their pipes directly after 
supper, and children after poking the 
spoon into thelr little eyes nod off over 
the tea table, with the bread and but- 


The processes of digestion probably

THE COW’S HORN. 


Various Ways In Which It le Made 
Useful by Man. 

Have you any conception of how use 
ful that horn is to us? Scientifically 1¢@ 
Is known as a combination of phos- 
phate of lime, gelatin and albumen, 
and, like all nature's products, the In- 
gredients are in the right proportion 
to make the article useful to man as 
well as to the animal that beara It. 

The lime makes the horn bard, but 
there is Just enough lime to make it 
hard without making {t brittle, and 
there is just enough gelatin to make 
the horn easy to cut and shape. The 
core of the horn Is bone, and to get 
that out the horn is soaked in water 
for several weeks. When the core le 
taken out It is ground up and made 
into crucibles which are used for melt- 
Ing gold and silver in, 

The outer end of the horn is hard 
and solid, and that Is used for making 
knife handles and other things. The 
hollow part of the horn {is soaked for 
half an hour or so tn boiling water, 
when it becomes soft and may easily 
be split with a knife. 

It is then spread out flat and put 
between fron plates, There was a 
time when these horn plates were 
made very thin by hard pressure and 
used In windows and lanterns as we 
now use glass, They may be made 
quite translucent. 

When the horn is heated it may be 
molded into almost any desired form. 
That is the way knife bandles, but+ 
tons and other articles are made.—Chl- 
cago News.

EDITOR HAGGERTY FOR 
MAYOR. 


Last Monday evening Mr. James D. 
Haggerty, Editor of the Times, an- 
nounced his candidacy tor the office of 
Mayor of Woburn. It created bat 
little surprise, for rumors had prepared 
the public for his appearauce in the 
race for Mayor Blodgett’s seat at City 
Hall. 

A considerable share of the Democ- 
racy decline to take Mr. Haggerty’s 
announcement seriously; they say he 
is not a bonafide candidakte for Mayor, 
his object in comiog out? being solely to 
head off ex-Ald. Connolly and defeat 
him at the caucuses. The JOURNAL, 
however, is inclined to the opinion that 
Haggerty is in earnest, and just simple 
enough to honestly believe he can be 
elected Mayor of this city! Why, 
judging from Democratic talk on the 
streets, he will fuil to carry a single 
Ward at the nominating caucuses, if he 
persists in running. 


READE TO RUN. 

Mr. Lawrence Reade has made up 
his mind to run once more for the high 
and honorable office of Mayor of 
Woburn. 

Mr. Reade has held the office and 
performed its duties with fidelity and 
honor. 

He has a numerous following, in- 
cludiag many of the most prominent 
Democrats in the city. 

Mr. Reade is personally and politi- 
cally popular, and will probably beat 
Editor Haggerty and ex-Ald. Conuolly 
(if he enters the race) in the caucuses 
hands down. 

Mr. Reade’s candidacy is in response 
to earnest solicitations by many friends. 


{= The annual report of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad Company submitted 
by President Lucius Tuttle last month, 
contained a good deal of interesting 
information. It is a gigantic corpora- 
tion, doing an immense business; and 
it is generally understood that the 
stockholders get fat dividends. Of 
course, the JOURNAL cannot give all 
the figures showing the receipts and 
expenditures during the year, but the 
report, as set forth by President Lucius 
Tuttle, shows gross earnings {rom oper- 
ation for the year of $41,125,256, and 
operating expenses (including $741,- 
668 worth of new equipment) of $30 
968,397, leaving net earnings from 
operation of $10,156,859. Income 
from other sources of $704,359 swelled 
the net income to $10,861,218. ‘There 
were substantial gains in both passenger 
and freight earnings, the former being 
$15,623,497, compared with $15,235,- 
420 in 1906, wud the latter being $25,- 
212,843, compared with $23,717,913 
during the previous year. Of the total 
increase for the year, $292,580 was 
from passengers carried, $1,494,929 
was from freight traffic and $205,817 
was from other sources. The number 
of passengers carried during the year 
was 46,126,992, an increase of 1,529,- 
587; and the number of tons of freight 
carried was 23,262,949, an increase of 


713,482 

Among the scores of miscellaneous 
expense items may be noted one of 
$82,967 for the maintenance of the 


Company's branches of the Railroad 
Y.M.C. A. For beating and light- 
ing passenger stations about $160,000 
was spent. The Company's advertis- 
ing bill for the year—and railroads 
nowadays apend a lot on printer's ink 
—was $184,000. Insurance  pre- 
miums amounted to the very respect- 
able sum of $251,000. The total miles 
of Boston & Maine track operated Juve 
80 was 4,088, of which 2,288 miles 
was maio track, 511 miles secood track 
aod 1,274 miles of sidings. 


(a Mayor Blodgett aod Water 
Commissioner Hayward are more than 
pleased with the results of borings for 
an additional water supply near Horo 
Pond, Several of the driven wells 
bave been tested as to quantity and 
quality and proved highly satisfactory 


in both respects. Should futare borings 
turn ont as favorably as those tested 
last week, of which there i8 not a 
particle of doubt, this city has hit on a 
neverfailing supply of the purest and 
best water that this section of the 
State affords. Horn Pond is the 
product of springs, and the hills that 
border it are honeycombed with them, 
evidence of which is found everywhere. 
The water obtained from the driven 
wells last week was several degrees 
cooler than that of the Pood, which 
warranted the conclusions of Mr. Geo 
Buchanan, based on experiments made 
by him when Chairman of the Board 
of Health, as to the source of the 
water with which our city is supplied 
From the time he was inaugurated into 
his present office Water Commissioner 
Hayward has been of the opinion that 
a more abundant water supply was 
needed by the city, aud that the hills 
bordering on Horn Pond were amply 
competent to afford it. So far, experi- 
ments by competent engineers have 
sustained his contention, and Woburn 
bids fair to have all the water the 
people can make way with, and of a 
superior quality.

ite Evolution From the One Time 
Bleat or Bellow. 

The dollar took some rounding. Nor 
did it formerly ring true, but, much 
alive, simply gave a bleat or bellow. 
Cattle, among country folk, at one 
tine constituted the dollar, while prim- 
{tive man generally made use of any 
article sufficiently abundant for the 
standard payment of all merchandise, 

Thus, in ancient Greece, a large 
bronze tripod had the value of a dozen 
oxen. A good hardworking woman, 
on the other hand, was given in ex- 
change for only four such beasts, 

When metal took the place of money 
the dollar clung to Its traditions, and 
coins were still called after live stock. 
“pecunia,” applied to metal 
money, derived Its origin from “pecus” 
(cattle). From the custom of counting 
heads of cattle came the present desig- 


nation of a sum in cash—eapital or 
“capita” (heads), In Sanskrit roupa 


(herd, flock) wnade roupya or the ITn- 
dian rupee, while Ingots of electrnm 
or admixture of gold and silver when 
first in use as money bore the impress 
of an ox or caw, 

Not clumsy, but too fragile, were the 
shells in use as money by the negroes 
of Africa and throughout ancient Asia, 
where the natives, taken by its beauty, 
gave the shell a money value.—R. Holt- 
Lomax in Harper's Weekly.

It is undoubtedly true that there are 
Republicans who would like to see a

The Way it Is Sold, Pure and Sweet, 
In Cambridge, England. 

In Cambridge, England, butter ts 
sold by the yard. Tor generations It 
has been the practice of Cambridge- 
shire dairy folk to roll thelr butter into 
lengths, each length measuring a yard 
and weighing a pound. Deftly wrap- 
ped in strips of clean white cloth, the 
eylindrical rolls are packed in long, 
narrow baskets made for the purpose 
and thus conveyed to market. The 
butter women who, in white linen 
aprons and sleeves, preside over the 
stalls in the market have no need of 
weights or scales for dispensing their 
wares, Constant practice and = ex- 
perienced eyes enable them with a 
stroke of the knife to divide a yard 
of butter into halves or quarters with 
almost mathematical exactness. 

The university people are the chief 
buyers of this curiosity shaped prod- 
uct. In addition to being famed for 
its purity and sweetness Cambridge 
“yard butter” is eminently adapted for 
being served to the students In the 
daily commons. Cut in conveniently 
Sized pieces and accompanied by a loaf 
of the best wheat bread, a stated por- 
tion is sent round every morning to 
the rooms of the undergraduates for 
use at breakfast and tea.—Chicago 
Record-Herald.

Electricity Sayes Money for Arlington, 


The town of Arlington has had con- 
siderable diffleulty in maintaining its 
sewerage system in & proper condition, 
Considerable trouble was experienced ip 
finding a way tor passing the sewage 
from the level of one sewer to @ sewer 
of @ higher level, and the township con- 
templated the expenditure of a consider- 
able amount of money to remedy this 
defect. The Hilectric Light Company 
however, suggested an electric auto- 
matic pump outfit and one was inatalled 
in the sewer under Brattle street and it 
is doing the work in a most satisfactory 
manner. The device consists of a three 
horse power motor directly connected 
to a pump which pumps the sewage 
from one level of & sewer to @ sewer on 
a higher level, When the sewage reaches 
a certain level it starta the motor and 
pump automatical and the sewage is 
drained off until a low level again dis- 
connects the motor, This arrangement, 
of course makes @ great saving for the 
town and has done away with the 
necessity of making sewer extensions 
here and in other parts of the town 
where there are similar difficulties in 
the levels of sewers,

According to the evidence given re 
cently by Dr. R. T. Williams, an Eng 
lish physictan, ina London police court, 
says the Literary Digest, he distin- 
guishes seven stages of drunkenness— 
Irritable, mellow, pugnacious, affection- 
ate, lachrymose, followed, if the total 
doses were large enough, by collapse 
and death. It is noted by the British 
Medical Journal, from which this re- 
port is taken, that other authorittes 
have formulated these stages In differ- 
ent ways. Says this paper: 

“Magnan, who was one of the first 
to begin the scientific study of the 
physiological action of aleohol, distin 
guished five stages—firat, slight ex- 
citement and a feeling of well being, In

ideas became crowded together and 


confused, the mood being, withott any 
very obvious reason for the difference, 
gay or sad or full of tender emotion; 
in the third stage the confusion of 
ideas was greater and accompanied by 
incoherence, perversion of taste and 
smell, illusions, thick speech, vacant 
countenance and staggering gait; the 
fourth stage was-coma and the fifth 
death, Magnan’s second stage has 
been graphically described by Claye 
Shaw as ‘a loss of the sense of aware- 
hess of surroundings.’ ”

The Limit of Human Speed Has About 
Been Reached. 

One thing alone can intervene and

Among the daily catastrophies from

message to the brain or an error in 
Judgment or a sudden nerve failure, 


one of these which brings about dis- 
aster. Man may perfect the machine, 
but he remains himself ever imperfect,

The Seven Stages of Drunkenness and

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One of God's chosen men, a Nazarite 
and the strongest of men physically, 
brought to a prison house, grinding 
corn, and afterward brought to a pub 
le gathering of many thousands to 
make sport for them as they worshiped 
their god, made blind physically by his 
spiritually blinded enemies, this Is 
truly a sad sight. Yet it Is written for 
our benefit that we may not thus 
Dring reproach upon our God nor 
grieve His Holy Spirit. As we saw 
last week and in previous lessons and 
as the whole Bible teaches, God is seek- 
ing for men who will walk continuous- 
ly with Him, follow Him fully and in 
Whom He can be magnified, 

In Heb, xi, 82, we find Gideon, Barak, 
Samson and Jephtha mentioned with 
David and Samuel as men of faith, 
and In the long Hst of worthles In that 
chapter the distinguishing feature of 
each Is faith In God. Even In Sam- 
son's dying hour we find him In verse 
28 of our lesson praying the prayer of 
faith and receiving an immediate an- 
swer, We must glince at the whole 
story of Samson (chapters xiil to xvi 
Inclusive), and in chapter xill we note 
the visit of the Lord to Manoah and 
his wife, the same one who appeared 
to Gideon and Joshua, who talked face 
to face with Moses, appeared to Abra- 
ham, Isaae and Jacob and clothed 
Adam and Eve with conts of skins In 
Eden, whose goings forth have been 
from the days of eternity (Mic. v, 2, 
margin). Ile is called in the present 
story an angel twelve times, a man five 
times and God once (verse 22). When 
Manoah asked for His name He said, 
“it wonderful” (xiii, 18, margin), 
making us think of Isa Ix, 6, As Ile 
ascended In the flame of Manoah's sae- 
ritice it Is sald that He did wondrougly, 
and Manoah and his wife looked on 
(xfil, 10). It was even so at the exodus, 
the dividing of the Red sea and the 
Jordan, the overthrow of Jericho, and 
long afterward in the days of His so- 
journ upon earth when in the presence 
of the disciples He wrought so many 
miracles, He is the same yesterday, 
today and forever. 

In chapters xiv and xy the power of

While in Acts xIfil, 18-22, it Is easily 
seen to be 5738 years (40+450 4404-4043), 
a discrepancy of ninety-three years. 


How interesting It ts that we find just 
these years lost by Israel as a nation 
while oppressed by thelr enemies! The 
record of the years of their oppressions 
fs in Sil, 8, 14; Iv, 8; vi, 1; xiii, 1, and 
the figures are 8+4+18+4204-7440—93, 
which, subtracted from 573, gives 480, 
making perfect agreement in the two 
accounts. There is another oppression 
of eighteen years mentioned in Judg 
x, 8, but it was only partial and con 
fined to the east of Jordan, May the 
Lord deliver us from all Delilahs and 
from wasting or misusing His time or 
talents or opportunities!

Memorial of a Woodsman's Enlistment 
For the Mexican War. 

“There is a river birch tree on the 
banks of the Pond Fork branch of the 
Little Coal river in Boone county, W.

any tan who put an ax to it. That 
tree has a story, 

“When the Mexican war began In 
1846 a recruiting oflicer visited a lum- 
ber camp ip the vicinity of Madison, 
seeking enlistinents from the sturdy 
woodsmnen who were at work there. 
Among them was a glint lumberinan 
hamed Jim Martin, 

“He was using a handspike made 
from a river birch sapling recently cut 


and still green. Hager to go to the 
front, he thrust his handspike deep 
into the soft soil of the river bank 


and went away with the recruiting of- 
ficers 

“The handspike Jim Martin used 
was too big and heavy for any of his 
fellows to handle, and it was left stick- 
ing where he had jabbed it into the 
ground. The next spring it was no- 
ticed that it was putting forth green 
shoots, showing that it had rooted in 
the ground. 

“It was left undisturbed, and it grew 
to be a grent tree, and It stands today 
on the spot where the patriotic Jim 
Martin thrust it into the earth as a 
battered handspike.

“THE LINE IS BUSY,” 


One of the mysteries of “Central” to 
moat telephone users is how the oper: | 
ator can tell so quickly when “the line | 
is busy.” There are still a few people, 
perhaps, who believe that she does not 
know, but simply reports a number as 
busy to save herself trouble. But any- 
body who uses the telephone very much 
is perfectly well aware that the circuit 
is not reported as being in use unless it 
really is in use, It is “good business” 
for the telephone company to establish 
conversation whenever it is in any way 
possible to do so; and nobody questions 
but that the telephone company ia get- | 
ting all the business it can. 

When you call up “Central” she con- 
nects herself with your line by means 
ofa “cord” on the end of which isa 
brass plug that fits closely into the 
"Jack" or switch socket in which your 
line terminates in the switchboard, 
connecting cords are arranged in pairs, 
aud when you give 
number of the telephone 


with which

the operator the | 


you want to talk she takes the second 
cord of the pair she is using for your 
call and touches the tip of the brass 
plug at the end of it to the “jack” of 
the line you require. If the circuit is 
already connected up in some other part 
of the board, the operator hears a click- 
ing noise in her head telephone; then, 
of course, she reports to you that the 
“line is busy.” If there is no warning 
click when she touches the jack she 


| pushes the connecting plug in and rings. 


A commoner cause of “busy reports” 
than most people realize is the large 
number of subscribera who take party- 
line service, especially at their resi. 
dences, ‘The particular person you want 
to reach may not be using his telephone 
when you call for it, but if there are 
other subscribers on the same circuit 
the line may be busy just the same, 
And your friend may not know that it 
is. That is why sometimes when ‘OUen- 
tral’ tella you “the line is busy” your 
friend will say afterwards that he doesa't 
understand how that could be, becanse 
}he waan't using the telephone at all at 
| the time yon tried to call him.

Miss Snsan Edgell. 


he or four weeks ago Miss SUSAN 
EvGELL suffered a paralytic shock from 
which she died at her home on Main 
aud Hovey streets which she had occu- 
pied more than sixty-years, at 2 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon, Dec. 1, 1907, aged 
nearly 96 years—the oldest person in 
Woburn, She was one of the most 
widely known avd highly esteemed 
women in this community. She was 
educated, cultured aud refined, possess- 
ing high ideals of life. of its duties and 
uses, 

Susan Edgell was born in Woburn 
Feb. 26, 1812, the daughter of Capt. Joho 
Edgell. Her grandfather was a Captain 
in the Revolutionary War. Miss Edgell 
attended the village school and private 
schools in the old Mishawum tavern and 
the Salmon block. She was a pupil at 
the Warren Academy on its opening day 
in 1820 and remained there under three 
Maaters, She entered Charlestown Semi- 
vary in 1834 and later taught in Win- 
chester, then South Woburn, Woburn 
Center and North Woburn, and in 
private schools until 1848, when she 
returned to the Charlestown Seminary 
asa teacher of English branches, re- 
maining until 1854. In that year she 
was appointed to the Woburn High 
School and’ held the position for three 
years, Miss Edgell was elected to the 
School Board in 1873, its first woman 
member, She served six years and was 
Clerk of the body. She had been Presi- 
deot of the Woman's Club and was one 
of the incorporators of the Home for 
Aged Women in 1887, was President for 
seven years, and for many years one of 
its managers. 

She was deeply interested in religious 
as well as educational work. She was a 
pupil at the first session of the Baptist 
Sunday School, later a teacher there, 
and until quite recently for a long 
period she conducted a class ot young 
women in the First Congregational Sun- 
day School. 

Miss Edgell has always been a leader 
in retigious, educational and social life 
here, and will long be remembered for 
her rare qualities of head and heart, and 
the good she has done in her long and 
useful life,

THE GREATEST WEDDING. 


Over Twenty Thousand Persons Were 
Married by One Ceremony. 

The biggest wedding ever known to 
history was when Alexander the Great 
and 10,000 of his soldiers took 
part in a wedding in the court of Da- 
rius, king of VPersia, after the Intter’s 
conquest by Alexander. Twenty thou 
sund two hundred and two persons 
were made husbands and wives in one 
veremony. 

The facts are these: After conquer- 
ing Wing Darius, Alexander deter- 
mined to wed Statiro, daughter of the 
conquered king, and issued a decree 
that on that ocension 100 of his chief 
officers should marry 100 women from 
the noblest Persian and Medean fam- 
ilies. He further stipulated that 10,000 
of his Greek soldiers should take to 
wife 10,000 Asiatic women. 

For this purpose a vust pavillon was 
erected, the pillars being sixty feet 
high, One hundred gorgeous cham- 
bers adjoined this for the 100 noble 
bridegrooms, while for the 10,000 sol- 
diers un outer court was inclosed. Out- 
side of this tables were spread for the 
multitude. 

Each pair had seats and ranged 
themselves in a semicircle round the 
royal throne. As it would have taken 
several weeks for the few priests to 
have married this vast number of cou- 
ples had the ceremony been performed 
in the ordinary way, Alexander invyent- 
ed a simple way out of the difficulty. 
He gave his hand to Statiro and kissed 
Aer, and all the remaining bridegrooms 
did the same to the women beside 
them, and thus ended the ceremony 
that united the greatest number of

Salt. 

In connection with the name salt a 
curious fact is to be noted. Salt was 
formerly regarded as a compound re- 
sulting from the union of hydrochloric 
(or, as tt used to be called, muriatic) 
acid and soda, and hence the generic 
term of salt was applied to all sub- 
stances produced by the combination 
of a base with an acid, 

Sir Humphry Davy, however, show- 
ed that during their action on each 
other both the acid and the alkali un- 
derwent decomposition and that, while 
water is formed by the union of the 
oxygen of the alkali and the hydrogen 
of the acid, the sodium of the former 
combines with the chlorine of the lat- 
ter to form chloride of sodium, and 
this term is the scientific designation 
of salt, which, paradoxical as it may 
seem, is not a salt. At one time near- 
ly the whole of the salt used as food 
and for industrial purposes was ob- 
tained from the sea, and in many coun- 
tries where the climate is dry and

“Ladies, his honor the chief justice 
has retired to his room to prepare for 
dinner, 

“Gentlemen, dinner will be served at 
half past 4 o'clock. It is now 4. His 
honor will be pleased if you will re 
main, and covers have been laid for 
you at the table. If you cannot re 
main, will you permit the young ladies 
to retire to prepare for the meal?” 

The gentlemen usually took their 
leave, and the ladies retired in an fll 
humor, but any remonstrance with Jo 
feph was only answered by: “It is the 
rule of the house. Young folks must 
be kept within bounds.” 

In Virginian houses of the better class, 
notwithstanding their almost bound: 
less hospitality, the calls of young men 
in that day were strictly held within 
limit.

GRAVITATION. 
The Mystery of This Wonderful Force 
In Nature. 

When plants are grown In recepta- 
cles fastened to the rim of a rapidiy 
revolving wheel, the shoots and leaves 
grow toward the center and the roots 
away from the center of revolution. 
This is remarkable as showing the in 
fluence of centrifugal motion upon 
growth. 

But the earth, any point fn whose 
surface at the equator passes through 
fifteen miles in one minute, has a cen 
trifugal motion so swift and so great 
that it is almost inconceivable. Why, 
then, reasoning on the basis of this 
wheel experiment, do not trees and 
plants grow In the directions they are 
urged by this centrifugal force—name- 
ly, with leaves and boughs toward the 
earth’s center and roots pointing to the 


sky? 
The answer Is because there is a 
force called gravitation which over 


powers the enormous centrifugal force 
and practically reverses it. Whether 
this overmastering force which we call 
gravitation {s electrical or what it is 
no one has yet been able to discover 
There can be no doubt that it is the 
greatest force we know of. 

To unvell the mystery of it would be 
to become masters of a power whose 
possibilities dazzle the human mind. 
It would simplify the preblem of build- 
ing, water and air navigation, projec 
tiles and many other branches of me 
echantes. It would revolutionize pres: 
ent methods.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Electric Light Bulbs. 

It has been remarked that the effee 
tive life of incandescent electric lamps 
fs much longer with clear than with 
ground glass bulbs. E. P. Hyde ex 
plains this fact as follows: A thin de 
posit of carbon is formed on the in- 
terior surface of the bulbs, and this 
absorbs a certain portion of the radia 
tion from the filament. When the 
glass Is clear the light passes straight 
through, suffering a definite loss from 


the carbon film. When the glass Is 
frosted the light undergoes many re 
flections in the interlor of the bulb 
from the innumerable facets, and at 
each reflection it loses something on 
account of the obstructing film. The 
consequence is that the total amount 
of loss fs much greater with ground 
glass than with clear glass. Mr. 


Hyde's experiments show that the fila 
ment Jasts as long In the one kind of 
bulb as in the other.—Youth's Com- 
panion,

THE SKYROCKET. 

Is Made and the Reagon It 

Rises In the Air. 

Of all fireworks none Is more beautl- 
ful from a pyrotechnic point of view 
or more generally popular than the 
skyrocket. 

The powder ingredients are sulphur, 
charcoal and saltpeter, roughly In the 
proportions of fourteen, twenty-six and 
Sixty respectively. Except In the case 
of military or life saving rockets, the 
eylindrical case is of paper or paste- 
board, somewhat constricted at the 
fuse end, Into this the powder Its 
rammed tightly, a confeal space being 
left for the tusertion of the quick 
mateh which passes through the con- 
striction, or “chokehole,” into the mass 
of powder. 

This forms the body of the rocket, 
which Is closed at the top with a plas- 
ter of paris plug. Through this a 
small hole filled with a fuse communt 
cates with the conical shaped head, 
holding stars, serpents, crackers or gold 
or silver rain, The whole is, of course, 
attached to a slender stick to direct Its 
flight. 

On the fuse being ignited and the 
main cylinder of powder exploded the 
enormous quantity of heated gases gen- 
erated force their way downward 
through the narrow box, urging the 
rocket upward in the air,—Pearson’s.

The record In 
Acts xill, 20, is, “He gave unto them 
judges about the space of 450 years, 
until Samuel the prophet.” He is one 
of the men of faith of Heb. x! and in 
Jer. xv, 1, 1s associated with Moses as 
a prevailing intercessor, In Ps, xclx, 
6, he Is also mentioned as one who ob- 
tained answers to prayer. He was 
himself an answer to prayer, firstborn 
of Hannah, to whom the Lord after- 
ward gave three sons and two daugh- 
ters because she gave Samuel up to 
Him (li, 20, 21), an abundant recom- 
pense, The condition of affairs in 
Hannah's home Is suggestive of many 
a home and many a life in the matter 
of an adversary to provoke and make 
to fret (i, 6). If there Is no such ad- 
versary visible, the great adversary 
seems to have a thousand ways of pro- 
ducing fretfulness, and’ not many seem 
to know Hannah's way of taking the 
trouble to the Lord In prayer, Not- 
withstanding the threefold command 
In Ps. xxxvil, 1, 7, 8, to “fret not,” It 
is a most common sin. How beautiful 
the saying of Hannah tn {, 28, “As long 
nas he liveth he shall be lent to the 
Lord.” Flave we sald it about our- 
selves or any one or anything belong- 
Ing to us?) Then the prayer or song in 
ff, 1-10, In which the Messiah ts first 
mentioned and the throne of glory, one 
eannot but wonder if Mary was affect- 
ed by it when she uttered her “mag- 
nificat” (Luke Hl, 46-55), Our lesson 
chapter opens with “and (the child 
Samuel ministered to the Lord before 
Eli” (see also ff, 18). A fine opper- 
tunity for the teachers to explain how 
even a child may minister unto the 
Lord, referring also to Jesus, who, at 
the age of twelve, sald, “I must be 
about My Father's business.” If a 
special lesson for girls is meeded, let 
the little maid of Israel of If Kings v 
be used, who ministered to the Lord 
by telling of His prophet in Israel. 

One night or very early morning 
Samuel heard some one call him by 
pame, and, running to Eli, he said, 
“Here am I, for thou calledst me.” 
Ell assured him that he had not called 
and bade him lie down again, Not un- 
til this happened three times and Sam- 
uel for the third time ran to Ell did 
Ell seem to renderYind that the Lord 
was calling the child. Then he told 
him to lie down again and if called to 
say, “Speak, Lord, for thy servant 
heareth” (verses 2-9). Eli was not In 
touch with God as he might have been, 
for he was honoring his sons (who 
were both bad men, although officiating 
as priests) above the Lord, Inasmuch 
as they made themselves vile, and he 
restrained them not (ii, 12, 20; lil, 13). 
The veriest mite In one’s eye affects 
our vision, and the least sin may af- 
fect our hearing. The priests of the 
Lord should, of all men, be holy, All 
believers are priests, and It becomes 
us as such to recognize ourselves as 
wholly the Lord's for His service, giv- 
ing Him pre-eminence over all people 
and in all things (Matt. x, 37). 

The Lord called for the fourth time, 
“Samuel, Samuel!” and then the boy 
answered, “Speak, for thy servant 
heareth.” This was Samuel's first ex- 
perience of direct communication with 
God (verse 7), and yet we do not Infer 
that he seemed at all startled or over- 
come, From this time on Samuel had 
an ear for God, and God could tell him 
In his ear (chapter ix, 15), while many 
Christians would need a shaking to 
make them hear the volee of God, Let 
us trust Him for anointed eyes and 
ears that we may quickly see and hear 
all He would like to show or tell us. 
May He be able to say to us, “Blessed 
ure your eyes, for they see, and your 
ears, for they hear” (Matt. xill, 16). 

The message concerning El Is found 
{In verses 11-14, and the judgments 
which were to overtake him and his 
house were because of Iniquity which 
he knew and did not restrain. Some- 
tlnes we are powerless to do aught 
but sigh and cry to God, but In that 
case He puts a mark of approval upon 
us (Ezek, Ix, 4). Ell had the power 
to put a stop to the iniquity of his 
house If he had only the heart to do it, 
but according to the law it might have 
meant the putting to death of his sons

seemed wholly submissive, yet when 
tidings came that not only had his 
two sons been slain, but the ark of 
God taken, he was so overcome that 
he fell off his seat and died, being 
ninety-elght years old and haying 
Judged Israel forty years (chapter tv, 
15-18; tl, 34),

GRAVITATION. 
The Mystery of This Wonderful Force 
In Nature. 

When plants are grown In recepta- 
eles fastened to the rim of a rapidiy 
revolving wheel, the shoots and leaves 
grow toward the center and the roots 
away from the center of revolution. 
This is remarkable as showing the in 
fluence of centrifugal motion upon 
growth. 

But the earth, any point In whose 
surface at the equator passes through 
fifteen miles in one minute, has a cen 
trifugal motion so swift and so great 
that it Is almost inconceivable. Why, 
then, reasoning on the basis of this 
wheel experiment, do not trees and 
plants grow In the directions they are 
urged by this centrifugal foree—name- 
ly, with leaves and boughs toward the 
earth's center and roots pointing to the 


sky? 
The answer {fs because there {Is a 
force called gravitation which over 


powers the enormous centrifugal force 
and practically reverses it. Whether 
this overmastering force which we call 
gravitation is electrical or what it Is 
no one has yet been able to discover 
There can be no doubt that it is the 
greatest force we know of. 

To unvell the mystery of it would be 
to become masters of a power whose 
possibilities dazzle the human mind. 
It would simplify the problem of build- 
ing, water and air navigation, projec:

Electric Light Bulbs. 

It has been remarked that the effec 
tive life of incandescent electric lamps 
{s much longer with clear than with 
ground glass bulbs. E. P. Iyde ex- 
plains this fact as follows: A thin de 
posit of carbon Is formed on the in- 
terior surface of the bulbs, and this 
absorbs a certain portion of the radia 
tion from the filament. When the 
glass Is clear the light passes straight 
through, suffering a definite loss from 
the curbon film. When the glass Is 
frosted the light undergoes many re 
flections in the interlor of the bulb 
from the innumerable facets, and at 
each reflection it loses something on 
account of the obstructing film. The 
consequence is that the total amount 
of loss fs much greater with ground 
glass than with clear glass. Mr. 
Hyde's experiments show that the fila 
ment lasts as long {n the one kind of 
bulb as in the other.—Youth’s Com- 
panion

THE SKYROCKET. 


Is Made and the Reagon It 

Rises In the Air. 

Of all fireworks none is more beautl- 
ful from a pyrotechnic point of view 
or more generally popular than the 
skyrocket. 

The powder ingredients are sulphur, 
charcoal and saltpeter, roughly in the 
proportions of fourteen, twenty-six and 
sixty respectively. Except in the case 
of military or life saving rockets, the 
eylindrical case is of paper or paste- 
board, somewhat constricted at the 
fuse end, Into this the powder ts 
rammed tightly, a conical space being 
left for the insertion of the quick 
match which passes through the con- 
striction, or “chokehole,” into the mass 
of powder, 

This forms the body of the rocket, 
which ts closed at the top with a plas- 
ter of paris plug. Through this a 
small hole filled with a fuse communi 
cates with the conical shaped head, 
holding stars, serpents, crackers or gold 
or silver rain, The whole is, of course, 
attached to a slender stick to direct Its 
flight. 

On the fuse being ignited and the 
main cylinder of powder exploded the 
enormous quantity of heated gases gen- 
erated force their way downward 
through the narrow box, urging the 
rocket upward in the air,—Pearson’s,

He was 
himself an answer to prayer, firstborn 
of Hannah, to whom the Lord after- 
ward gave three sons and two daughb- 
ters because she gave Samuel up to 
Him (ii, 20, 21), an abundant recom- 
pense, The condition of affairs in 
Hannah's home Is suggestive of many 
a home and many a life in the matter 
of an adversary to provoke and make 
to fret (i, 6). If there Is no such ad- 
versary visible, the great adversary 
seems to have a thousand ways of pro- 
ducing fretfulness, and’ not many seem

Not un- 
til this happened three times and Sam- 
uel for the third time ran to Eli did 
Eli seem to venderYind that the Lord 
was calling the child. Then he told 
him to lie down again and if called to 
say, “Speak, Lord, for thy servant 
heareth" (verses 2-0).

All 
bellevers are priests, and {It becomes 
us as such to recognize ourselves as 
wholly the Lord's for His service, giv- 
ing Him pre-eminence over all people 
and in all things (Matt. x, 37). 

The Lord called for the fourth time, 
“Samuel, Samuel!” and then the boy 
answered, “Speak, for thy servant 
heareth.” This was Samuel's first ex- 
perience of direct communication with 
God (verse 7), and yet we do not infer 
that he seemed at all startled or over- 
come, From this time on Samuel had 
an ear for God, and God could tell him 
In his ear (chapter Ix, 15), while many 
Christians would need a shaking to 
make them hear the volee of God.

THE RECOUNT 

Che report of the election officers, 
after the count on Dec, 10, gave Con 
way 3 plurality for membership of the 
Board of Pablic Works, beating French 
that much.

to the City Council’s approval. A 
defective marking of ballots; or rather, 
the question of whether Shea or Con 
way shall be credited with a certain 
ballot, will have to be determined by 
the Court, it is said. 

At anyrate, Hayward holds 
until his successor ia legally iovstalled 
in the official chair now occupied by 
him, and that may possibly mean the 
whole of the coming year.

Acts of the Massachusetts 
Legislature 1907, Chapter 539 


An Act relative to recording names 
and residences of persons engaged in or 
transacting business under names other 
than their own, either individually or ae 
members of firms or partnerships, 

Be it enacted, ete., as follows: 

SECTION 1, Any person or persons 
conducting or transacting business in 
this Commonwealth under any name, 
designation or tithe other than the real 
name or names of the person or persons 
conducting or transacting auch business, 
whether individually or as a firm or 
partnership, shall file in the office of 
the clerk of the city or town in which 
the place or places of business or office 
or offices of any such person, firm or 
partnership may be situated, a certifi- 
cate stating the full name and residence 
of each person engaged in or transacting 
such business, The clerk shall keep a 
record of such certificates, and an index 
of the names of such persons, firms and 
partnerships, entering in such index in 
alphabetical order the name of every 
person and the title under which he 
does business, and of every firm or 
partnership and the names of the mem- 
bers thereof. 

SECTION 2. This act shall not apply 
to any corporation doing business under 
its true corporate name, nor to any firm 
or partnership doing business under any 
name, designation or title which inc!udes 
the true surname of any partner, nor to 
associations duly authorized to transact 
Insurance in the Commonwealth under 
the provisions of Section eighty-six of 
Chapter one hundred and eighteen of 
the Revised Laws; nor to any firm, 
partnership, joint stock company or 
association the business of which is con- 
ducted or transacted by trustees under 
1 written instrument or declaration of 
trust, provided that the names of such 
trustees with a reference to such instru- 
ment or declaration of trust shall be 
tiled as provided in Section one. 

SECTION 3. Any persoo who violates 
the provisions of this act shall be liable 
to a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars tor each month during which 
such violation continues. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect 
on the first day of January in the year 
nineteen hundred and eight.

Unwilling to omit either the Christ- 
mas lesson or the one on Samuél, we 
will give a portion to each, taking the 
Christmas story first, and it may be 
that we shall find more connection be- 
tween them than appears probable at 
first sight. They both refer to Israel 
and to rulers in Israel, and in both 
there is the work of an enemy and de- 
liverance therefrom. 

It is high time that all teachers ey- 
erywhere should) very strongly em 
phasize the fact that the wonderful 
babe in Bethlehem was born “King of 
the Jews" and that it was predicted 
of Him that He should rule (or feed or 
shepherd) God's people Israel (Matt, il, 
2, 6; Mie, v, 2). Gabriel told Mary that 
her Son should occupy the throne of 
His father David and reign over the 
house of Jacob forever and that of Hik 
kingdom there should be no end (Luke 
1, $2, 33), and this was In perfect ac- 
cord with Isa. ix, 6, 7; Jer, xxili, 5, @ 
and all prophecy, The time of the long 
postponed kingdom Is ever drawing 
nearer, and every prophecy concerning 
Israel shall be literally fulfilled. Let 
the Christiaas mottoes this year be on 
these lines: “All Israel shall be saved,” 
“There shall come out of Zion the De- 
Hverer,” “Upon the throne of David 
and upon his kingdom,” “He shall be 
ruler in Israel,” “Jesus of Nazareth, the 
King of the Jews” (Rom, xi, 26; Isa. 
ix, 7; Mic. vy, 2; John xix, 19). In con- 
nection with the story of the wise men 
and thelr gifts, tell of the queen of 
Sheba and her gifts, then show from 
Isa, Ix and Ixii and Zech, xiv that all 
nations shall yet bring gifts to Israel 
and go up from year to year to worship 
the king at Jerusalem; show how the 
effort of Herod, the earthly king, to 
destroy the child King will be matched 
and far overreached by the fulfillment 
of Rev, xvil, 14; xix, 19, 21, but the 
Lamb shall overcome them, for he {s 
Lord of lords and King of kings. See 
God's cure of the child Jesus by 
dreams given to the wise men and to 
Joseph and take comfort from. the 
precious truth that if we are in Christ 
His Father is our Father and we are 
kept and cared for moment by mo- 
ment (fsa. xxvil, 3). Let the gifts of 
the wise men lead us to ask ourselves 
by what gifts or devotion or self de- 
nial or journeyings we ure proving 
our love to Him, who, though He was 
rich, for our sakes became poor that 
we through His poverty might be rich 
(II Cor, viii, 9. What is it to us that 
we have heard the wondrous story of 
the great redemption and so many mil- 
Hons whom He also loves have never 
heard? Let all gifts be to Ilim, to help 
make Him known, and not to those 
who do not need them. 

Turning to the lesson in Samuel, the 
heart of it seems to be, “Return unto 
the Lord with all your hearts, put 
away the strange gods and prepure 
your hearts unto the Lord to serve Him 
only (verse 3). The people bad relied 
upon the ark of the coyenant and not 
upon the Lord and had lost the ark In 
battle. The Philistines found that the 
ark brought them more trouble than 
they wanted, so they returned it on a 
new cart drawn by two milk 
Which, contrary to nature, went away 
from their calyes, which were shut up 
at home. The Philistines sent a golden 
offering, with the ark in a coffer by 
the side thereof. Without human 
guide or driver the cows took the cart 
to Bethshemesh and stopped in the 
field of a man called Joshua. The cart 
used for firewood and the cows 
a burnt offering unto the 
great stone by which they 
with the cart.

the Philistines came against them, but 
Samuel offered a lamb for a burnt of 
fering and cried unto the Lord, and 
the Lord heard him, and He thundered 
so mightily upon the Philistines that 
they were discomfited and smitten be- 
fore Israel Thus the Lord again 
fought for Israel as He had done so 
often and will again in days to come 
(Zech. xiv). Thunder ts in Job xxxvil, 
1-5, called the volce of God. “God 
thundereth marvelously with His 
voloe; great things deeth He which we 
cannot comprehend.” Some will tind 
comfort In this passage from the fact 
that He directeth the lightning, All 
things are under His control, and He 
is a wall of fire roundabout His peo- 
ple (Zech, il, 6).

TIDAL FLUX AND REFLUX. 


Complicnted Movements of the Hil- 
lows of the Oceans, 

who see the rise and fall of 
the tides In our Atlantic harbors sel- 
dom think of the wonderful course 
of the ocean waves which cause the 
tidal flux and reflux, Such billows not 
only cross the sea, but flow from ocean 
to ocean, and in this way complicated 
movements are set going. 

Thus, for instance, once In 
twelve hours the moon raises a tide 
billow in the southern Indian ocean. 
When this billow passes the Cape of 
Good Hope at noon its successor Is al- 
ready born, and by the time the first 
billow has reached the Azores islands 
at midnight the second is rounding the 
eape, and a third has come Into ex- 
Istence In the southern ocean, By 
o'clock in the morning following its 
passage of the cape the tide billow 
reaches the English channel, and there 
the shallow waters delay it so much 
that it does not arrive at the strait of 
Dover until 10 a. m.

The “Information” operator is one of 
the most important persona in a telo- 
phone exchange. Not only is she a 
compendium of all useful knowledge 
and a great convenience to all telephone 
usera, but she is indispensable to quick 
and efficient service. 

It warn a means to quick and efficient 
service that “Information” came into 


existence, Just as the telephone com- | 


pany found itself obliged by the growth 
of the system to require that subscribers 
should be called by number and not by 
name, so it had to find a way of inform. 
ing the public readily as to the numbers 
of new “atations” added to the lines 
day by day and as to changes in old 
humbers. The company always avoids 
changing numbers if it is possible for it 
to do so. Every change

Artesian Wells. 

The theoretical explanation 
phenomenon is easily understood, The 
secondary and tertiary geological for- 
tinatious often present the appearance 
of immense basins, the boundary or 
rim of the basin having been formed 
by an upheaval of adjacent strata. In 
these formations it often happens that 
a porous stratum, consisting of sand, 
sundstone, chalk or other calcareous 
matter, Is fucluded between two imper- 
meuble layers of clay so as to form a 
flat porous U tube, continuous from 
side to side of the valley, the outcrop 
ou the surrounding hills forming the 
mouth of the tube. The rain filtering 
down through the porous layer to the 
bottom of the basin forms there a sub 
terranean pool, which, with the liquid 
or semiliquid column pressing upon It, 
constitutes a sort of huge natural hy- 
drostatic bellows. Sometimes the pres- 
sure on the superincumbent crust is so 
great as to cause an upheaval or dis- 
turbance of the valley, It is obvious, 
then, that when a hole is bored down 
through the upper impermeable layer 
to the surface of the lake the water will 
be forced up by the natural lawof water 
seeking its level to a height above the 
surface of the valley, greater or less, 
according to the elevation of the level 
in the feeding column, thus forming a 
natural fountain on precisely the same 
principle as that of most artiticial foun-

A Talo of Tailless Cate, 

Travelers have noted that in the Bie 
marck archipelago cats without tails 
are very numerous. The explanation 
as given in the World Today is curious. 
The natives of the islands have a su 
perstitious belief that remnants of food 
falling into the hands of an enemy en- 
able him to cast a spell over the eaters 
of the meal at which the remnants 
were left.

“For,” said he, “if a thief 
should steal my ent and eat It, an in 
cantation muttered over its residue will 
make the misereant so sick that he will 
be sorry he ever tasted stolen cat's 
flesh.” It was an idea worthy of the

Tree nnd Plant Leaves. 

The general arrangement of 
leaves on limbs and stalks of trees and 
planta secures between each sufficient 
apace to prevent one leaf from interfer- 
ing with another. And not only are 
leaves so arranged as to exist Independ- 
ently of each other, but In a general 
way they have taken upon themselves 
the forms best adapted to secure the 
maximum of sunlight as it is showered 
upon them in different latitudes. At 
the equator, where the sun's rays are 
vertical, we find large flat leaves like 
those of the banana, plantain and the 
various species of the cactus. 

Farther north, where sunlight strikes 
at an angle, small leaves and pine ‘nee- 
dies’ are found. Then again note the 
peculiarity of the Australian guim tree. 
Instead of exposing their broad faces to 
the sun the edges only are so turned. 


Were it otherwise the sun would rob 
them of all their moisture, it being a 
well known fact that the gum tree 
grows in the driest re 


gion on earth.

OBSERVANCE OF EASTER. 


Discrepancy In Computing the Date 
Not Corrected Until 1752. 

The observance of Easter dates back 
to about the year 68, at wilch time 
there was much contention among the 
eastern and western churches as to 
what day the festival should be ob- 
served. It was finally ordained at the 
council of Nice In the year 825 that it 
must be observed throughout the Chris- 
tian world on the same day. This de- 
cision settled that Easter should be 
kept upon the Sunday first after the 
fourteenth day of the first) Jewish 
month, but no general concluston was 
arrived at as to the cycle by which 
the festival was to be regulated, and 
some churches adopted one rule and 
some another. This diversity of usage 
Was put an end to, and the Roman 
rule making Easter the first Sunday 
after the fourteenth day of the calen- 
dar moon was established In England 
{In 669. After nine centuries a dis- 
crepancy in the Keeping of Easter was 
caused by the authorities of the Eng 
lish chureh declining to adopt the ref- 
ormation of the Gregorian calendar tn 


15. The difference was settled In 
1752 by the adoption of the rule which 
makes Easter day always the first 


Sunday after the full moon which ap- 
pears on or next after the twenty-first 
day of March, If the full moon hap- 
pens upon a Sunday, Easter {s the 
Sunday after.

The First Steam Power. 

The power of steam was known to

In 1803 Robert Fulton 
in connection with Chancellor Living- 
ston built a steamboat, which was 
tried on the Seine. In 1807 the Cler-

THE LIBERTY CAP. 


{ts Significennce Daten Awny Back to 
Early Greek Times, 

From very early times one of the dis- 
tinguishing marks of a slave, both in 
ireece and oriental countries general 
Ky, was the lack of any covering for 
the head, Accordingly the cap came to 
ve considered the insignia of liberty, 
hod when slaves were given their free 
om they were presented with a cap as 
mmoemblem of it. In Sparta the helots 
Wore a cap of dogskin, and this was 
reckoned a badge of servitude, but 
ipon gaining their freedom this was 
replaced by a cap of a different ma- 
lerial, of another shape and ornament- 
ed with flowers, A similar custom 
Was observed in Rome, where the pres- 
entation of the plileus, or cap, was al- 
whys a part of the ceremony of manu- 
mitting a slave; hence arose the prov- 
vb, “Servos ad pileum vocare.” Also 
on medals the cap is the symbol of Iib- 
erty and is usually represented as be 
ing held in the right hand by the point. 
When a cap was exposed to the peo 
ple’s view on the top of a spear, as In 
the case of the conspiracy against Cae- 
sar, it was intended as a publie Invi- 
tation to them to embrace the liberty 
that was offered them. The Goddess 
of Liberty on Mount Aventime was 
represented as holding a cap in her 
hand as a symbol of freedom, The 
Jacobins wore a red cap during the 
French revolution, and in Bngland a 
blue cap with a white border Is used 
fs a symbol of liberty. The custom 
which prevalls among university stu- 
dents of wearing a cap 1s said to have 
had Its origin In a wish to signify that 
the wearers had aequired full liberty 
and were no longer subject to the rod 
of their superiors. 


RESTAURANTS. 


The First of Them Was Established 
In Paris In 1765, 

For a long time Inns and eating 
houses In France were only intended 
for the benefit of traveling people, for 
the people took thelr meals at home 
ind restaurants were unknown. The 
first enterprise of the kind was found- 
ed In Paris In 1765, A citizen by the 
hame of Boulanger opened in the Rue 
les Poulies an eating house where 
soup, ment, fowl und eggs were sery- 
ed, A chronicler relates that meals 
were served there on small, round 
marble tables and everything was scru- 
pulously clean, 

Over fhe entry to this first eating 
house the proprietor had hung a sign, 
upon which were the Latin words, “Ve 
nite ad me omnes quae stomacho labo- 
ratis, et ego restaurabo vos" (Come 
unto me ail ye whose stomachs need 
attention, and I will restore them). 
This is a parody on the well known 
Biblical quotation, “Come unto me all 
ye who libor and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest,” only in place of 
labor and heavy laden he said, “whose 
need attention.” The word 
“restaurabo,” from the Latin “restau- 
rare” or refresh), was the 
main characteristic of the new estab- 
lishment and gaye it its name. Bou- 
linger amassed a large fortune, for 
his enterprise proved eminently suc- 
cessful, but he was soon imitated, some 
of his imitators becoming more famous 
than he.
